Nations resist- 
ance was set when North Korea} 
invaded South Koréa 18 months 
ago. 

The threat of Chinese Red in-+ 
tervention in Indo-China has ex- | 
isted for some time. But offi-| 
cials said the prospect has be- 
come more sérious with con- 
firmed intelligence reports of 
new Red activities in ‘the area 
and the knowledge that a Korean 
truce would free Chinese troops 
for new adventures in southeast 
Asia. 

Ominous signs under the ‘clos 
est scrutiny here, officials said, 
include: 

1. Official reports by France 
that anti-Communist fighters are 
running into mounting Red 
strength in Indo-China.

new taxation agreement with the federal 
government or, alternatively, to abandon 
the present large federa| subsidies ‘and 
levy a provincial income tax 

Whatever may be said about the 
merits of the existing agreement and 
the advisability of continuing or scrap- 
ping it, the provincial government's 
method of dealing with it is extraor 
dinary. 

Here is an issue which involves the 
whole future fiscal policy of British Co 
lumbia,. federal subsidies of over $30 -mil- 
lions a year and every taxpayer's pocket 
in this province. Yet, apparently, Mr 
Anscomb is going to Ottawa alone to 
settle these great matters in negotia 
tions with the federal government 

The ability of Mr. Anscomb as a fi 
nancier and a negotiator is not doubted. 
He certainly knows more about British 
Columbia's finances than any member of 
the government and were this an ordin 
ary government he could be safely left 
to deal with the federa| authorities by 
himself, 

But this is not an ordinary 
ment It is a coalition of two parties 
and Mr. Anscomb happens to be the 
leader of the minority party Moreover, 
he is so dissatisfied with the partner 
ship, he has such serious objections to 
the Liberal party's policies (though he 
has refused to say exactly what they 
are) that he plans definitely to smash 
the coalition. He may maintain it until 
the eve of the election. On other 
hand: he -may: smash- it at any moment. 
And he may smash it on the issue of the 
taxation agreement if the Liberals do 
not agree with his work at Ottawa dur- 
ing the next fortnight

Under these conditions, with Mr, 
Anscomb. locking desperately for an 
issue to use against his present partners 
in the government, it is almost incredible 


that ‘he, the leader of a minority party 
and an open enemy of the federal gov- 


ernment, should be placed in chargé of | 


the Ottawa negotiations. * 

They should be kept out of partisan 
politics altogether if possible and settled 
on the financial merits of the case. If 
Mr. Anscomb is abie to resist the tempta- 
tion to use these negotiations ae a politi- 
cal weapon against the Liberal party in 
Ottawa and Victoria it is desirable even 
from his own standpoint that any sus- 
picion of partisanship should be re- 
moved. 

It can best be removed if Premier 
Johnson goes to Ottawa with Mr. Ans- 
comb to deal with an issue which affects 
not just Mr. Anscomb’'s finance depart 
ment but the whole government 

Mr. Johnson will be held responsible 
as he must be, for anything done in the 
government's name at Ottawa, as at Vic- 
toria. Theré is no busine&Ss before Mr 
Johnson so urgent at the moment as the 
taxation agreement. It is too big to be 
left to any minister, even a minister as 
able as Mr. Anscomb. It should not be 
left to a minister who says publicly that 
he does not agree fundamentally with 
Mr. Johnson and that shortly he will 
prociaim his disagreements—so far se- 
cret—and undertake to defeat the Liberal 
party 

If Mr. Johnson Mr. Ans

and they disagree on the renewal.of-the 
taxation agreement then the long 
awaited split in the coalition will occur

With THE DEATH OF MAXIM LIT- 

vinof{ one of the last surviving links 
with the Russian revolution hasbeen 
broken. Of the so-called Old Bolsheviks. 
who worked with Lenin, only Stalin now 
remains. 

Litvinoff was one of the few top 
Soviet officials who could talk with the 
West in its own idiom, perhaps because 
he was never really accepted as one of 
the Communist hierarchy. He was sus- 
pected of deviationist tendencies—the 
ultimate crime in the Communist world. 
He understood and admired English 
ways of thought. He married an English- 
woman, had friends in the democracies. 

Hence this man who had been Soviet 
diplomacy’'s shining light in the twenties 
and thirties died in political obscurity. 
Pravda gave his obituary eight para 
graphs on the back page 

But Litvinoff's western leanings were 
an asset to Russia. He was an excellent 
spokesman for the Kremlin when the 
latter's purpose was to make overtures 
to the west. Thus in the thirties, when 
the Soviet took an. active part in the 
League of Nations, urging a common 
front against aggressors, Litvinoff was 
chosen to this idea to western 
statesmen 

But as soon as Russian policy 
changed, and Stalin threw in his lot with 
Hitler in the now famous treaty of 
1939, Litvinoff was dropped with the 
principles he had espoused He was

Vancouver News-Herald

Balance Of Power 
Sets ‘52 Stage 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 
from Washington 


JO. one can, I believe, predict what is 

going to happen during 1952 because 

the course of everits is not predestined. 

It will be shaped by the estimates, cal- 

culations and judgments of men, par- 

ticularly: of course the leading men in 
the leading governments. 

There is considerabic, though not 
conclusive, reason for thinking that on 
both sides of the line the basic estimates 
of the responsible and soberest men are 
not radically different. That at least is 
the way they have all been. acting—as . 
if alt- realized “thet vieither “has decisive 
military power, that both have great 
deterrent power, and that any big change 
in this equilibrium will come not by or- 
thodox military action but by political 
developments in our orbit, in theirs, or 
perhaps in both. - 

During the past year two great devel- 
opments—the Korean war and American 
rearmament—have, it seems to me, 
added great weight to this theory. A 
year ago our forces in Korea were in a 
very bad way. In Western Europe the 
road was open. The meager forces of 
the Western nations were dispersed. 

In Europe and the Far East the 
dominating military fact ‘was that—ex- 
cept for the powerful but limited blows 
which our strategic air force could then 
strike—it would have taken us the usual 
three yeaps to reach full mobilization. 


It was this enormously long time lag 
which, more than anything else, made 
aggression seem a safe risk to the Ger- 
mans in both wars. They expected to 
win the wars abroad, and to bring the 
conquered peoples into their own camp, 
before American jntervention could be- 
come effective. 

It is often said that Hitler would not 
have started the war in the west had he 
known that America would fight. Per- 
haps it would be still more accurate to 
say that he would not have started 
the war in the west had he known that 
England would hold out while America 
gol. ready. to. fight. 


QUICKER MOBILIZATION 


Now, the most important military 
development of 1951 has been that the 
time required to mobilize the full power 
of this country has been greatly short- 
ened. This has been the immense mili- 
tary achievement, the inner and far- 
reaching success, of the American 
rearmament. ;

There is no more interesting specila- 
tion than the question, as an eminent 
logician put it, of “Why not yesterday?” 
Why did the Kremlin not start an 
aggressive war when the Western world 
was almost disarmed and was off bal- 
ance in Korea? Why did it not start a 
preventive war when we were entangled 
in Korea and with China and were pre- 
paring to rearm ourselves and the Euro- 
peans and the Japanese? 

I think the most reasonable answer 
is that despite the West's military weak- 
ness_ in .1950, there. was. no-aggressive 
war because the Soviet Union. knew jt 
could not in the long run be won against 
the comparatively invulnerable power of 
America; and that there was no pre 
ventive war to forestall our own rearma- 
ment because (1) it could not be pre- 
vented, but only accelerated, by war and 
(2) that the problem of our rearmament 
soberly and professionally examined, 
shows unmistakably that it is ndét 
designed for, or capable of, a preventive 
war by the United States. 

The ill-informed and the irresponsible 
may talk wildly about “dropping the 
bomb.” But those who understand the 
military position best know that without 
the active assistance of a dozen nations 
in Europe and Asia, not much of the 
military—might- of this-~country can be 
brought to bear upon the Soviet Union. 

This is the military equilibrium which 
both worlds, it would seem, have found 
it prudent to recognize, not yet in their 
words but in their deeds.

ARE THEY. LEGAL? 


| B.C. Price Controls 
| Worry Merchants 


By HARRY YOUNG, Times Business Editor 
The passing of the bill outlawing retail price maintenance 
has left many merchants and producers under some doubt 
as to how they stand under the new regulations. 


In B.C, prices for vegetables 
and fruits are controlled by pro- 
vincial act, while the price of 
other commodities such as milk 
compulsorily set by government 
order. 

An official of the B.C. depart- 
ment of agriculture told me to- 
|day that he did not anticipate 
any trouble over the fixed prices 

|which are paid to producers of 
vegetables and fruits. 

“The fixed prices in these 
| cases,” he said, “are paid by the 
| wholesaler, and the retailer is not 
compelled to sell to the con- 
sumer at any fixed price. He 
can put on his own mark-up, al- 
though in practise most of them 
work on the4ame price basis.” 

The official said, however, that 
it was merely his own opinion 
that the present B.C. method 
would not fall foul of the new 
act. “I cannot be sure because 
there are lots of possible com- 
plications.” . 

The local... position regarding 
eggs).whioh are not controlled by 
the government, is that the large 
operators set the prices on a day- 
to-day basis and most of the pro- 
ducers, whether selling direct to 
the consumer or through whole- 
sale channels, find it convenient, 
if not necessary, to fall in line 

The position of the milk board 
in setting prices to the consumer 
is rather different. Here the 
board sets the price which must 
be paid by the consumer, and al 
ready the status of this price fix 
a has been questioned in 
Ontario 


G,. A. A. Hebden, chairman of 
the retail merchants group of the 
Victoria Chamber of Commerce 
expressed himself as worried 
about the anomlies which the new 
act might create 

He felt that if some commodi 
ties or goods fixed by govern 
ment:control were allowed to re- 
main it would create an unfair 
advantage on some merchants 

He pointed out that while mill 
ers had to buy wheat at a con 
trolled price they would not be 
allowed to maintain retailing 
prices of their flours 

In the meantime, there is no 
evidence that local merchants are 
taking advantage of the new law 
to indulge in price cutting activi- 
ties 

Most of them who have been

Canned fruits are graded fancy 
quality, choice quality and stan 
dard quality for the benefit of the 
consumer. These grades are deter 
mined by the appearance, matur 
ity, color and size of the fruit and 
the clarity of the syrup. The fancy 
grade should be used for special 
purposes where uniformity of size 
and color are important, for ex 
ample salads and shortcakes. The 
choice grade may be used in a 
similar way to the fancy, but it is 
not as uniform in size and color 
This grade is more economical for 
family salads and desserts. The 
standard grade fruit is not uni 
form in size, but may be used for 
puddings, gelatine desserts and 
frozen dishes, where appearance 
is not important. For Information 
on grading write to the Depart 
ment of Agriculture in Ottawa 
for the free booklet, “Buy By 
Grade.”

Start with a can of 
half peaches and place them in a 
baking dish, pit side up. Pour a 
little melted butter over them 
and broil-or bake in the oven 
until they are heated through 
and lightly browned. Serve them 
hot with red jelly in the centre 
for color contrast or if served 
with lamb, use mint jelly. For 
a hot-and-cold contrast serve the 
hot peaches with a scoop of ice 
cream, as a delicious ending to 
dinner
